Cuban Sugar Probably . 


Will Sell for 20 i Lb. 


Xe« Yoik, I.'ec. 2». — The pub- 


lic probably will hate to pay 20 
e«Bt* a pound for the a<Jvane« crop 
of nine million pounds of Cuban 
sugar now being delivered and dis- 
tributed her*, according to Federal 
Food Administrator Williams. 


"This is due to the 
fact 
that 


dealers here are required to pay a 
higher pi Ice to the Cuban produc- 
ers for the crop which is in ad- 
vance of the regular output," said 
Mr. William's tonight. "We cannot 
control the prices charged b> Cu- 
bans." 


After one other shioment next 


month, it is expected that the reg- 
ular 1320 crop of Cuban sugar will 
commence coming into the United 
States, and with the delivery of the 
regular crop.

Dr. Osier remained silent on the 


subject for a considerable period and 
then issued a statement in which he 
declared: 


"This conference is opposed to legis- 


lation making strikes of workers un- 
lawful. It is the sense of this confer- 
ence that penalty clauses in pending 
railroad legislation against workers 
ceasing their employment should be 
eliminated. 


"The conference favors the enact- 


ment of beneficial features of the bill 
which tend, to establish better rela- 
tions between the employes and the 
carriers. 


"That the beneficial clauses should 


be extended to the sleeping car and 
Pullman company employes." 


.While the conference reiterated the 


demand of organized labor that the 
government should hold the railroads 
for a peace-time test of two years, un- 
ion officials explained that they had 
no' reason to doubt that the carriers 
would be handed back by March 1. 
the date specified by the President, 
regardless of the enactment mean- 
while of legislation for the protection 
of the properties.

REVEALS PLOT TO 


"GET'CAPT. DETZER 


Witness at Officer's Trial Tes- 


tifies Prisoners at Le Man* 
Conspired Against Detzer 


New Tork, Dec. 29. — The alleged 


plot to "get" Captain Karl Detzer, on 
•trial charged with cruelty to American 
soldiers at LeMans, was told to Ser 
geant Stephen Madden, former Ural 
sergeant in the D. C. I. company, he 
testified today, through a hole dug un- 
der a two-foot wall separating his ceil 
from that of Sergeant Frank Hoyt, 
his informant. 


According to Madden, who was for- 


merly in the Pennsylvania state con- 
stabulary, Hoyt told him through the 
underground passage that "the only 
way for him to get out of trouble was 
to put the blame on Captain Detzer." 
Hoyt also informed him, Madden tes- 
ilied. that he had got Smitt, Lacey, 
Yates and other prisoners to make 
statements incriminating Detzer to the 
inspector general. 


The witness denied ever having seen 


:n France Murray Phillips of Brooklyn 
who testified at •the trial that Madden 
had stolen 5,100 francs from him on 
July 16. 1919, in the D. C. I- prison 
at LeMans. and had divided it with 
Captain Detzer. On that date, he said, 
he was a prisoner in solitary confine- 
ment

England, mostly in the towns of the 
Connecticut river valley;

United States. 


Common or ethyl alcohol, which Is 


fene of the products of vinous fci men- 
tation, is the. base of all alcoholic 
drinks, such as beer, cider and wine- 
In the groups ot low alcoholic con- 
tent; and brandy, whiskey, rum and 
gin, in the group in which the alcohol 
bears a higher proportion to the "wa- 
ter therein.

In separate Instances during the past 
year, the scattered deaths may have 
been due to- Ignorance on the part of 
the drinker himself, who may have 
(ecured the methyl alcohol without 
the active connivance 
of 
anybody. 


But the recent horrible instances, the 
tale of death which is not even yet 
fully made up, this was surely not 
tho case. 
Somebody knew, and for 


profit deliberately Imperiled 
human 


life with, a deadly poison. And the 
ifloing of it merits just the same pun- 
ishment as if arsenic or any other sim- 
ilar 
life-destroying 
substance had 


been administered. 


There is another thing which the 


tragedies in and near Chicopee em- 
phasize, which is that perhaps more 
than ever from now on he who would 
Indulge in spirits as a stimulant must 
be wary. Their sale is absolutely pro- 
hibited by law, and individuals who 
engage in such sale are deliberately 
law-breakers and unscrupulous. From 
every standpoint the tragedy is' an 
argument for total abstinence. Ethyl 
elcohol is bad enough, but methyl al- 
cohol is manifold more deadly.

TEAM RUNS AWAY; BOY HURT 


J»ok Lynch. lO-Ycar-Ohl Son of Jttiuw 


Lynch, lnjurvd—>llorae Vies as He- 
salt of Wild lUce—Accident llnp- 
licncd Ycsterdiiy Afternoon. 
While William Kdson. who lives 


near the Luun farm, left his team 
standing in rfont of the pokt olHce yes- 
terday afternoon, with several small 
children In the slelKh, the horses took 
fright and ran up Main street, across 
the lawn of the home of frc<l Wol- 
cott and through the driveway, being 
stopped a short distance in the rear of 
the Wolcott home by Mr. Wolcott. As 
a result of the accident a boy was in- 
jured and one horse Is dead. 


When 
the runaway 
started there 


were several small children in the 
sleigh who, it Is understood, had hop- 
pea the bobs for a ride. 
They were 


in the sleigh when the horses started 
and all stayed in till the wild ride was 
ended. As to what started the horses 
going nothing is known, but it is 
thought some street noise started 
them. They pursued a course straight 
up Main street until they reached a 
point near the Wolcott home, and at 
this point they turned in the road, one 
horse hitting a tree, and through the 
Woleott yard. 


At the time Fred Wolcott was in 


the back yard near his garage, where 
there is a little walk and a pair of 
steps leading down to the henhouse. 
Mr. Wolcott, who was making some 
repairs to the henhouse, was sawing 
a board on these steps, and happening 
to look up saw the team coming rapid- 
ly in his direction. Mr. Wolcott got 
out of the way ju"=t in time to prevent 
his being injured as the horses rind 
sleigh went over the very spot where 
he was working. As soon as the team 
had passed he caught on the sleigh 
and with great difficulty got hold of 
the lines, which were under the horses 
hoofs and stopped the team in the rear 
of the Genrge Kcwell home on Otsego 
street. On stopping the team, one of 
the children who was riding in the 
sleigh was found unconscious with a 
cut about the head. 
The child was 


carried to the Kowell home, where 
first aid was given and the lad brought 
hack to ccnsciousness. The child was 
found to be Jack Lynch, aged 10, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. James Lynch of 
10 Union street. He was taken home 
in the Wolcott car. 
Inquiry a? to the 


condition of the boy last evening was 
to the effect that the little fellow was 
not injured badly, receiving a few cuts 
Mid bruises from his wild ride. 


After the boy had been taken care 


of Mr.. Wolcott drove the team out 
from the Rowell yard and was going 
to take it out Otsesp street to Main 
that its owner might find it. While on 
Otsego street on horse fell on its side 
and died in the street. It is thought 
that the animal received internal in- 
juries when it struck the tree which 
caused its death.
